By foregoing table we observe that 
Hartford district has greatest number 
but they are Used at a smaller value 
per bead than hogs in any other dis- 
trict. Here they are listed at nearly 
$2.10 per head. Cromwell hogs are 
valued highest, the average price per 
bead in that district being a small 
fraction morethan $2.70. Additional 
list average price is a fraction more 
than $1.63 per head.

Henry has smallest number ol hogs, 
but in value they lead every precinct 
in the county, the average price bes 
ing a little over $3,52 per head. 01a- 
ton’s average price $3.10, Rosin’s 

$3 08 and Select’s $3.02. Without 
further comment will say this winds 
up our live stock statistics, but we 
have a few more ii*.eas lor next two 
issues of this paper and then we will 
stop.
